Girl Was One of a Group of Compan- 
ions of Whom Others Have Won 
Fame and Fortune on Comic Opera 
Stage. 


Miss Lulie May of 6279 Famous avenue 
waited all Friday morning in the sheriff's 
office in the Four Courts for a bondsman, 
iA warrant had been issued for her arrest, 
charging her with forgery. The complain- 
ant was her former friend and schoolmate, 
Mrs. Neliie Braggins-Gantz of 2133 Cali- 
fornia avenue. 

When the deputy sheriff who had her in 
charge went to lunch, Miss May was trans- 
ferred to the jail. Later she was again 
taken in the sheriff's office. 

In her complaint Mrs. Braggins-Gantz 
alleges that she bought a note for $300 from 
Miss May, signed by Philip and Emily May, 
her parents, dated Sept. 1. She says the 
note is a forgery. 

Miss May was held for lack of a bonds- 
man for $800 and spent Thursday night in 
the detention room at the Four Courts. 

In the Four Courts Friday morning Miss 
May deciared her innocence of having com- 
mitted forgery, the tears filling her blue 
eyes. She is a pretty young woman of the 
blonde type, and was stylishly attired in 
a blue waiking suit and a white silk shirt 
waist, a jewe:ed lizard fastening her lace 
collar. 

“I am entirely innocent of wrongdoing,’ 
she said. ‘‘The whole thing is a terrible 
mistake, as I shall be able to prove. I 
have not committed forgery. When my 
case is tried I will prove that this charge 
and my arrest are the result of malicious 
persecution on the part of one who was my 
friend.”’ 

‘Who is this ‘malicious person?” she was 
asked.

Wife Is Rescued With Husband, Who 
Wished to Drown That She 
Might Live. 


Patrolman James Dockery, recently 
‘awarded the gold medal for the bravest 
act performed by a member of the po- 
lice department in a year, figures again 
as a quick-witted héro. 

Hanging head down from the side of a 
barge while two men held his legs he 
swung oyt over the water and rescued a 
drowning woman. He then repeated the 
act and rescued her husband, who had in- 
sisted that she be saved first, even though 
the chance of his own rescue was remote. 
The accident, which resulted in the res- 
cue occurred at the foot of Franklin ave- 
nue, where the government steamer Mis- 
sissippi was moored. E. P. Henderson is 
empidyed as a painter on the boat, which 
recently came to St. Louls from Cincin- 
nati, preparatory to a lower river voyage. 
Henderson's home is at Louisville, and 
when the boat stopped at that place Mrs. 
Henderson joined it for a visit to St. Louis. 
The boat was cheduled to depart for the 
South last fient. and in the evening Mrs. 
Henderson Was bidding her husband good- 
by on the lower deck. While standing 
near the unprotected edge of the deck, she 
stepped backward, went too far and fell 
into the river. 

Henderson plunged after her immediately 
and managed to seize her just as she 


fainted. His cries were heard by James 
Sudivan, a watchman, Wil.lam Jones, a 
negro, and Patrolman Dockery. ' 
Lying close to the boat was 4 barge, 
whose deck rises about four feet above 
the water. Henderson managed to float 
himself and his unconscious wife toward 
— barge, and from it the rescue was 
made.

notified District Attorney Dyer, through his 
attorney, John A. Gernez, that he will plead 
guilty to the charge when his case is called 
before Judge Adams of the United States 
District Court Saturday morning. 

There are five indictments against Weiss- 
man, which contain a\total of about W 
counts. The maximum penalty wnder the 
statutes is five years on eath count, so that 
unless Judge Adams should extend mercy 
to the prisoner he may recelve a life sen- 
tence in the penitentiary. a 

Weissman’s voluntary confession of guflt 
indicates the strength of the governme>t’s 
cases against those who participated in the 
wholesale naturalization of foreigners yer 
to recent elections in St. Louis.

WILL. AS 
FOR NEW MILK LAWS

The fight that has been actively waged for 
Many months by 4 number of St. Louis 
dairymen against the city milk ordinance 
and its en 
crystallized form. Within a few days the 
municipal assembly will be asked to pass 
upon a new ordinance prepared by the St. 
Loufls Dairymen’s Club with the expressed 
purpose of repealing the present milk or- 
dinance and placing the enforcement of 
the provisions of the new ordinance in the 
hands of the health commissioner, instead 
of the city chemist, with whom the power 
of prosecution for milk frauds now lies. 

Ever since the enactment of the present 
milk ordinance, less than a year ago, there 
have been a number of milk vendors who 
have complained that its provisions were 
unjust and that its requirements were 
deterimental to their business. The city 
chemist, under the power given him by 
the ordinance, has been vigorously prose- 
cuting those who did not live up to the re- 
quirements of the ordinance, with the re- 
sult that the records show that in his 
short tenure of office there have been more 
than 500 prosecutions for milk frauds. 

On the other hand the milk vendors have 
been contesting these prosecutions with in- 
creasing bitterness and several cases are 
now pending in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection to decide the constitutionality of 
the ordinance under which the dairymen 
were fined. 

It is asserted by friends of the present 
ordinance that it is the first really effective 
reguiation after more than thirty years 
of fruitless legislation to check the adul- 
teration of milk. 

There are in St. Louls at the present 
time, three distant and separate organiza- 
tions of dairymen and milk venders; the 
posed bill, the Northwestern association, 
and the Southwestern association. In ad- 
tition, also, there are a great many in- 
dependent firms who are members of no 
organizations or clubs. 

Of these, the only one in favor of the 
present ordinance, it is said, ts the North- 
western association and a majority of the 
independent firms. On the other hand, the

In the provisions of the proposed bill, 
in contrast with the one now in force, 
the city chemist, as an active factor in the 
Prosecutions for milk violations, is entirely 
eliminated. The power he has at the 
present time is transferred to the health 
commissioner to whom he shall in all 
things be subservient; instead of fines 
ranging from $% to $100 for violations of 
the milk ordinance, they shall range from 
$5 to $25, and while the present law im- 
plies that milk inspectors may have access 
to dairies at all time, the proposed Dill 
declares that such visits shall be only 
during “reasonable business hours.” 

In a great many other respects does the 
proposed bill vary from the one now im 
force. The ‘quality of milk demanded 1 
lowered. Where the law now prociaims 
that not only the sale of adulterated oF 
diluted milk, but the very possession of 
such milk, is a misdemeanor, the Dill 
favored by the Dairymen’s club merely 
says that such milk must be sold knewing- 
ly to constitute an offense; while the or- 
dinance now in force commands that skim- 
med milk must be of a certain quality in 
addition to being labeled, the proposed law 
simply says that skimmed milk must be 
labeled; on the question of registration, 
license fees, manufacture of adulterations, 
coloring matter and preservatives, the re- 
moving of diseased cows to a point be- 
yond reach of infection, the Dairymen’s 
ordinance is silent entirely.

One noticeable feature throughout is the 
fact that while the fine to which the 
dairymen is subject is lowered by more 
than half in every instance, the fine for 
the neglect of duty on the part of the 
city officials is doubled, 


Backer of 
New Bill Talks. 


Theodore Lange, vice-president of the St. 
Louis Dairymen’'s Club, and L. W. Blanke, 
chairman of the executive committee, de- 
clare that it is the concensus of opinion 
among the dealers that by empowering the 
health commissioner to enforce the provi- 
sions of the milk law, better results will 
be obtained. 

“The only object of the milk 
Lange asserted to the Post-Dispatch, ‘‘ts 
to preserve the public health. For this 
reason the matter of milk inspection should 
be in the health commissioner's charge and 
the ordinance advocated will recommend 
this change. 

“Another provision recommended is the 
abolishment of the temperature clause 
which compels all dairymen to keep their 
milk at a temperature of 0 degrees. This 
requirement cannot be lived up to, particu- 
larly by the farmers. It either forces them 
to evade the law or go out of business. 

“The present law requires that milk shall 
contain 3 per cent of butter fat. Govern- 
ment reports show that in healthy, COWS 
butter fat ranges from 2 to7 per cent. The 
standard which requires 3 per cent is un- 
just. It discriminates against cows which 
give good milk and practically excludes 
their product from the market. Such high 
bred cattle as the Holsteim breed are. notcr- 
lously lacking in butter fat in the milk 
which they yield. The new ordinance pro- 
poses to set a more satisfactory standard 
in this respect. 

“Practical dealers, who have the best in- 
terests of their patrons at heart, defend 
the use of formaldehyde in milk and cream. 
It is a preservative and the Best extermin- 
ator of disease-breeding bacteria. In the 
new ordinance the use of preservatives is 
recommended as being as necessary as salt 
in butter. The health commissioner is to 
have the power to regulate the use of 
preservatives, which, we claim, are a pro- 
tecion to the public health. 


Dealers Can 
Color Milk. 


“We have also inserted a clause which 
permits dealers to color their milk. All 


butter ig colored, yet there is no outcry 
against the practice and it is recognized 
by the government. The only advantage 
is that it improves the appearance of the 
product. For the same reason milk is 
colored with the extract of the South 
pansrican plant, annato, which is harm- 
ess. 

“Skimmed milk should be sold for what 
it is, skimmed milk. The present law re- 
quires 1% per cent of butter fat in skimmed 
milk, which makes it one-half standard 
milk. Skimed milk, without but- 
ter fat, contains all the nitrogeneous foods 
and should be sold as such. The abolish- 
ment of the butter fat condition is asked. 

“One of the most important provisions 
of the proposed ordinance is that only 
chemists who are practical dairy experts 
shall be employed as inspectors. We have 
suffered too much at the hands of chemists 
who know nothing of the real workings 
of a dairy. 

“No inspector gifted with merely a thero- 
retical Knewledge can Cope successfully 
with the difficulties of the position and do 
justice to the dealer as well as the con- 
sumer. 

Jr. Blanke stated to the Post-Dispatch 
that a meeting would be held by the Dairy- 
mens Club next Monday, when minor 
amendments to the proposed ordinance 
would likely be made. The bill will prob- 
ably be introduced in the council the fol- 
lowing Tuesday evening.

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BROTHER'S SUICIDE 


Police Convinced Tom Bechtel, Who 
Ended Life in Cell, Killed 
Sister. 


LIKE TRAGEDY OF “VIRGINIUS” 


‘ 


Mysterious Letter, Possibly Written 
by Victim’s Sister, Says Saving 
Girl From Shame Was Motive. 


Spécial to the Post-Dispatch. 

ALLENTOWN, Pa., Oct. 30.—“Tom, Tom, 
my boy,” cried Mrs. Bechtel at the cor- 
oner’s inquest into the murder of her 
daughter, Mabel, when told of the suicide 
of her son. 

Tom, in a prison cell on a charge of 
complicity in the girl’s death, had cut his 
throat with a hand so steady and strong 
and a heart so desperate that ‘the ail but 
severed his head from his body. 

By his self-slaughter, the brother placed 
beyond all doubt the belief that he had 
killed the beautiful, erring girl. 

Fifteen minutes after Tom's suicide be- 
came known, Mayor Lewis received, un- 
signed, a typewritten note postmarked 
Philadelphia. The writer declared that 
Tom Bechtel was the murderer and de- 
scribed the murder and events leading up 
to it almost exactly in accordance with 
the theory the police had worked out and 
which they expect to substantiate at tne 
coroner’s inquest, which was begun last 
evening and will be continued this after- 
noon. The letter in part read: 

“She was killed by her brother. The 
body. was taken downstairs with the as- 
sistance of the mother and laid in the 
passageway. The story was then made 
up between them about the carriage. 

‘The struggle with the girl to get her 
to release hersélf from the Jew, Welsen- 
berg, who was dragging her down to in- 
famy, culminated that night in a terrible 
scene, in which the brother, wrought up 
to madness, killed her. 

‘It is the same story of Virginius and his 
daughter, to save her from Tarquin, with 
the same result; Tarquin not killed, but 
the child, by Virginius, and so the cursed 
Jew, Weisenberg, escaped and the girl 
paid the penalty of his crime."”’

BROTHER'S SUICIDE 


Police Convinced Tom Bechtel, Who 
Ended Life in Cell, Killed 
Sister. 


LIKE TRAGEDY OF “VIRGINIUS” 


Mysterious Letter, Possibly Written 
by Victim’s Sister, Says Saving 
Girl From Shame Was Motive. 


Spécial to the Post-Dispatch. 

ALLENTOWN, Pa., Oct. 301.—‘*Tom, Tom, 
my boy,” cried Mrs. Bechtel at the cor- 
oner’s inquest into the murder of her 
daughter, Mabel, when told of the suicide 
of her son. 

Tom, in a prison cell on a charge of 
complicity in the girl’s death, had cut his 
throat with a hand so steady and strong 
and a heart so desperate that ‘he all but 
severed his head from his body. 

By his self-slaughter, the brother placed 
beyond all doubt the belief that he had 
killed the beautiful, erring girl. 

Fifteen minutes after Tom's suicide be- 
came known, Mayor Lewis received, un- 
signed, a typewritten note postmarked 
Philadelphia. The writer declared that 
Tom Bechtel was the murderer and de- 
scribe@ the murder and events leading up 
to it almost exactly in accordance with 
the theory the police had worked out and 
which they expect to substantiate at tne 
coroner’s inquest, which was begun last 
evening and will be continued this after- 
noon. The letter in part read: 

“She was killed by her brother. The 
body was taken downstairs with the as- 
sistance of the mother and laid in the 
passageway. The story was then made 
up between them about the carriage. 

‘The struggle with the girl to get her 
to release hersélf from the Jew, Weisen- 
berg, who was dragging her down to in- 
famy, culminated that night in a terrible 
scene, in which the brother, wrought up 
to madness, killed her. 

“It is the same story of Virginius and his 
daughter, to save her from Tarquin, with 
the same result; Tarquin not killed, but 
the child, by Virginius, and so the cursed 
Jew, Weisenberg, escaped and the girl 
paid the penalty of his crime.”’ 


Sister May Have 
Written the Letter. 


The letter was addressed to “The Mayor, 
Allentown, Pa,” 

The Bechtel girl had a. sister named 
Davis living in Philadelphia. It was she 
whom the girl visited on Saturday, com- 
ing back on Sunday with Weisenberg. 
The police suspect that it was 
sister who sent the letter, but with no 
idea that its arrival here would find her 
brother dead by his own hand. 

rhe story told in the letter tallied so 
closely with that which the police had 
followed from one point to another that 
the inquest was hardly necessary to fasten 
the crime on ‘l'om. 

In view of the fact that the hearing 
last might had to be adjourned before 
the examination of the family, the Mayor 
and district attorney decided to withhold 


the warrants they had sworn out for the 
arrest of the mother and her three daugh- 
ters, also that for Bam, the only brother 
who did not live at home, and who, the 
police have ascertained definitely was not 
at the house on Sunday or Monday. 

They were sent home in a carriage by the 
police, who will keep them under sur- 
velllence until the hearing is continued.

vc in corn and oats for the closing figures 
of the day. Small supplies in sight was 
the principal argument of the bulls, the 
cash demands and premium prices having 
proven a delusion and a snare so far, thé 
advances that had been built up on them 
leaving the people who had bought gazing 
down at a loss after the market fell from 
inder them. The foreign news continues 
infavorable and backed by poor demands 
rom abroad and exports below anh average, 
his applying to oth wheat and corn. 
Jomestic demands for all grain are un- 
atisfactory also. And there is nothing in 
he weather or crop news at home or 
abroad to disturb the trade at present. 
This all reads bearish, but that is how the 
conditions shape. The power behind the 
December wheat deal does not appear to be 
n working order just now, and the little 
trading is among interested parties out- 
side the combine rg | out their interest. 
It was reported that half a million was 
settled. but no one could confirm this.

A dispatch from Fort Madison says that 
Col. Holland, who was injured in the 
wreck that caused Booth-Tucker’s death, 
is in a fair way to recover. 


MRS. BOOTH-TUCKER’S DEATH 
MAY RECONCILE THE BOOTHS, 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 30.—Ballington 
Booth, head of the Volunteers of America, 
declined to discuss the death of his sister, 
Mrs. Emma Booth-Tucker, ‘which occurred 
in the Santa Fe Railroad wreck at Dean 
Lake, Mo. He said he would depart at 
ohce for New York to await the arrival of 
the body, and that it is likely that the re- 
mains will be shipped to London for inter- 


ment. 

After passing resolutions of condolence on 
the death of Mrs. Booth-Tucker, the grand 
field council of the Volunteers of Amer- 
ica, which has been in session here behind 
closed doors, adjourned without holding the 
contemplate gd post- -convention banquet. 

Members of the grand field council, when 
asked if the death of Mrs. Booth-Tucker 
would reconcile the factions of the Salva- 
tion Army headed by Ballington Booth and 
Gen. William Booth, said that there would 
likely be a meeting of father and son, and 
that a reconciliation wé was not improbable. 


GEN. WM. BOOTH’S TRIBUTE TO 
THE -WORK OF HIS DAUGHTER. 


LONDON, Oct. 30.—General William 
Booth, commander-in-chief of the Salva- 
tion army, ae sent the following mes- 
sage to Saivationists throughout the world 
concerning the tragic death of his daught- 
er, Mrs. Booth-Tucker: 

“Tl am suddenly prostrated with grief in 
the presence of what appears at the mo- 
ment to be an indescribable calamity and 
an unfathomable mystery. I can only 
look up and say to my heavenly father, 
‘Thy will be done.’ 

“My daughter was, after her mother, 
first among the many noble and con- 
women I have been permicted 
to know during the 50 years of my pub- 
lic life. Her loss is irreparable, but s9 
much more need is there for me, for you 
and for us all to go on with our work for 
God and the bles: gy | of our fellow men. 
This, however my heart may bleed, is 
my purpose so long as He may be pleased 
ito prolong my life. 

“The blow will fall with intense sever- 
ity upon Commander Booth-Tucker and 
on my officers and soldiers in America 
for whom my daughter has. fought and 
toiled so long. In the midst of my own 
sorrow, my heart goes up to God on their 
behalf. Pray for them. Meanwhile, I am 
trusting for strength to go on with my 
own duties and praying that our great 
agency of alleviating the sorrows of the 
suffering world may not be hindred by this 
visitation.’

LITTLE OKLAHOMA 


—_— 


“King” of Houseboat Dwellers Must 
Change His Abode, Says 
Police Judge. 


There is consternation in “Little Okla- 
homa.”’ 

The traditions of 30 long years have 
been trodden ruthlessly under foot. 

The rights of the citizens of the colony 
have been attacked, and the attack has 
been successful. 

Judge Pollard of the Dayton Street Po- 
lice Station has declared that Charles 
Meyer must move. 

Charles Meyer is ‘“‘King’”’ of ‘‘Little Ok- 
lahoma,”’ and a blow at Meyer is a blow 
at the entire houseboat colony. 

A corporation is causing the indignation 
which now arises from the united voices of 
Little Oklahomans. A _ corporation had 
King Meyer brought before Judge Pollard 
Friday morning. 

The corporation insisted that King 
Meyer's houseboat, the largest and finest 
in the colony, was blocking Angelrodt 
street. This, the company said, had oc 
casioned great inconvenience. It had pre- 
vented them from unloading many, many 
thousands of feet of lumber at the foot of 
Angelrodt street. They were unable to get 


to their flatboats, or to get the lumber off 
the flatboats up Angelrodt street. 

The corporation representative said that 
King Mever's home had floated down- 
stream somewhat during the last flood, that 
it stood 100 feet from the river, ome east 
of the railway tracks and squarely across 
the street 

King Mever insisted that there was no 
street where he was mped in his house- 
boat. He ingisted the land there had been 
‘‘made’’ by the river and that it was a bar- 
ren waste of mud and sand which could 
not possibly be used asa street.
